STABVISO INDIANS.—Tho War 
De- 


partment has informed the 
Indian 


Bureau that the Hualnptii Indians, of 
Northern Arizona, numbering abont one 
thousand persons, are in a starving con- 
dition, and have applied to the army of- 
ficers in that locality for food. In reply 
the Bureau has requested the Secretary 
of War to direct rations of meat and 
flour to be issued to them temporarily 
or until provision can be made for sup- 
plying their wants from tho Indian Of- 
fice. The Hualupais are a non-reserva- 
tion band of Indians, who have hereto- 
fore subsisted upon acorns, wild seeds 
and some little which they raised. A 
prolonged drought in that section has 
deprived them of their - usual means of 
support, and they have been forced to 
seek food from the Government. 


A man passed through Salem, Va., 


last week, rolling a wheelbarrow, in 
which was a young child, probably two 
years old. The wheelbarrow had bows 
over it and was covered with canvas. 
He stated that he had traveled so from 
Texas, and was bound for Charlottes- 
ville. Some citizens proposed to make 
up a purse for him to purchase a railroad 
ticket, which he declined, declaring that 
he was no beggar. 


A new tramp law has just gone into 


effect in Pennsylvania, and it is one oi 
tho most vigorous yet adopted in any ol 
the States. It punishes ordinary va- 
grancy by imprisonment in tho jail or 
work house for not more than twelve 
months; and the dangerous class ol 
tramps who manifest a lawless disregard 
of personal and property rights are liable 
to imprisonment at hard labor for three 
years.
